to be seen again for lack of proper iden- 
tification.” 

The mayor said that an officer from the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Romulus patrol 
will be on hand after 1 p.m. at city hall to 
mark valuables brought in by city 
residents. 

Items that will be accepted for marking 


include small appliances, radios, small 
television sets and other items easily 
handled or carried. 

Oakley said that if the trial project 
proves t o be successful it will be continued 
beyond Friday. Residents desiring further 
information are asked to call the sheriff’s 
patrol at 942-9660 between 8:30 a.m. and 
4:30 p.m. 


Residents get more services 

Sec. of State, court house, 
fire station to make debut 


A new Secretary of State’s office opening 
next week, along with a new 34th District 
Courthouse and fire station to be completed in 
early 1978, will highlight increased services 
offered the residents of Romulus. 

A $1 million federal grant made the court 
and fire headquarters possible, while Richard 
H. Austin, secretary of state this week an- 
nounced the state would open the new license 
plate branch office. 

Scheduled to open Monday. Dec. 19 under 
the management of Ronald Koss, the 
Secretary of State branch office will be 
located at 36539 Goddard Rd., in Romulus. 


“I’m happy to see more facilities moving 
into the city to serve the residents,” said 
newly-elected Mayor William M. Oakley, who 
stressed citizen services during this recent 
campaign. 

The new Secretary of State office will offer 
a full range of services, including driver 
licensing, vehicle title and plates, and per- 
sonal identification cards. 

It will also process voter registration ap- 
plications and watercraft and snowmobile 
registrations Office hours for the new 
Secretary of State facility will be from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
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The father of one of the 38 students 
scheduled for transfer Dec. 1 from Hale Creek 
Elementary School to Mt. Pleasant 
Elementary School has filed a written protest 
with the school board superintendent of 
schools. 

The board was expected to consider the 
matter at its meeting Monday night. 

The letter, dated Nov. 23, was send by 
Daniel Doss on behalf of his daughter, 
Kimberly Ann, a student in the sixth grade at 
Hale Creek School, to Supt. James Garfield 
and all seven school board members. 

Doss’ letter referred to two written 
messages from the school administration 
Nov. 22 and 23. The first stated that 38 
students would be transferred on a voluntary 
basis, and if an insufficient number chose to 
transfer, the balance would be taken from 
students who enrolled last at Hale Creek. 

The second letter from the administration 
to parents of sixth grade students carried a 
list of the children who were to be tran- 
sferred. 

Doss, who wasted no time in replying to the 
school administration, began his letter: “I 
ask that this communication serve as an 
official protest against the unfair and 
discriminatory way of placing the sixth grade 
in Mt. Pleasant School.” 

He accused the administration of not giving 
him sufficient time to seek legal advice or to 


make a decision on whether to accept his 
daughter’s transfer. 

Doss also charged the decision to transfer 
his daughter and the other 37 students was “a 
violation of the Civil Rights laws.” 

Further, he declared, his daughter was one 
of the first students to enroll at Hale Creek 
and that the school board had not defined a 
boundary change to comply with “state or 
federal laws.” 

Doss asserted that his daughter, Kimberly, 
was “a very happy, contented girl at Hale 
Creek School.” Since being notified o f her 

transfer to Mt. Pleasant, he said, she has been 
“upset and ill.” 

He also charged that he and his wife “have 
been caused undue hardships and un- 
necessary expenses and loss of wages from 
work seeking legal advice.” 

Doss requested the board to give immediate 
consideration to his letter for “the injustice 
that has been or will be committed to all 
parties involved.” 

His letter concluded with Doss asking that 
the board and its representatives be 
responsible for any expenses incurred and be 
held accountable for psychological or 
physical damages that may occur to parties 
affected “by this unjust decision — ”

Council to probe seating; 
members don 't hear well

Should City Council members face the 
audience or each other in transacting 
business at its meetings? 

Is a button or light system necessary when 
Council members want to be recognized by 
the chairperson? 

These two quest ions and others will be dealt 
with by Councilman Gerry Canejo who has 
been authorized by his fellow councilmen to 
study a possible new seating arrangement for 
the legislative body of the city 

Canejo, who was Council President the past 
two years, feels strongly that the members 
should face each other 

“1 had problems hearing council members 
when I was chairman and also had difficulty 
seeing who had their hand raised to be 
recognized to speak.” he said 

The soft-spoken Canejo, w ho won his second 
consecutive term in November, is currently 
visiting council chambers of other cities to 
see how their seating arrangements are 

“Personally. I'd like to see a horseshoe- 
shape or V-shaped table," he said He also 
pointed out that he would like to see the City 
Clerk and possibly the City Attorney seated 
next to the Council President while business is 
conducted 

In recalling his term as Council President, 
Canejo said. *‘I would have liked to have been 
able to look right at a council member when 
talking with them or recognizing them. But 
the council table is not curved much at all and 
I had to look at the side of the other council 
members’ faces." 

Canejo was disappointed that he was the 
only person selected to study a new seating 
arrangement “I would have liked to have 
seen other council members, the mayor, and 
possibly others involved on a commute to 
study possible seating changes. ’ 


The dark-haired councilman has visited 
several city council chambers with his wife, 
including Taylor, Woodhaven and Gibraltar 
but hasn’t found much help so far. 

“Most rtf neighboring council chambers are 
only about half the size ctf our large chamber 
and suit’s hard to get w orkable information,” 
he said. 

He said he intended to visit Wayne, 
Westland and Garden City among other local 
cities to see their chamber setup and what 
procedures they use in conducting a meeting. 

Meanwhile, the new' Council President, 
Mary Ann Banks, agrees some changes in the 
stiape of the council table would help 


“I can tell after several meetings that 
things could be improved,” said Mrs. Banks, 
who finished first in the Nov Hballoting to win 
the Council Presidency in her first try at 
public office 

“A horseshoe-type would be feasible - also, 
someone suggested a lights system to help 
council members to be recognized by the 
Chairman 

Mrs Banks said there was one major 
change she would bke to see made in tran- 
sacting council business 

“I think simple motions, like to adjourn, 
could be made by saying Aye rather than 
taking a roll call vote on e\ery single issue.”

The Wayne County Sheriff Department has 
taken the initiative to contact as many 
children as possible in the elementary schools 
in Western Wayne County to impress upon 
them that they should not, under any cir- 
cumstances, take a ride with any strangers, 
he added. 

Officers of the Wayne County Sheriff 
Department will be going to different schools 
addressingassemblies in conjunction with the 
variousschool boards and PTA organizations 
in order to get the message across. 

The first in a long series of presentations 


was Wednesday, Nov. 23 at Merriman 
Elementary School in Romulus. The program 
consisted of a half hour instructional movie 
and recommendations from sheriff deputies 
as to what children should do if accosted by a 
stranger and other procedures which parents 
and teachers should follow in assuring the 
protection of school children to and from 
school. 

The Sheriff’s Department has printed 
several hundred bumper stickers in order to 
impress upon all school age children not to 
ride with strangers. The program is being 
funded by the men and women of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department through their 
employee organization.

John M. Neville, affectionately known by 
his colleagues as “Mr. Branch Office”, 
retired officially Saturday as director of the 
out-county office of the Wayne County 
Juvenile Court. 

For the last 15 years Neville’s office has 
been located at 3000 Henry Ruff Road in 
Westland, moving there from Inkster where 
he had established a branch office of the 
county’s juvenile court in 1953. 

In honor of his retirement, he was feted 
with a party Nov. 30 at the Airport Hilton Inn 
in Romulus by judges, friends, associates, 
police officers and government and school 
officials. 

After more than 39 years on the job, Neville, 
who hails from Farmington, is the dean in 
seniority of the more than 500 employes of the 
Juvenile Court. 

Public recognition of his years of devoted 
service also came Nov. 30 from the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners who 
proclaimed that Wednesday "John Neville 
Day”. 

When Judge James H. Lincoln, recently 
retired, served as toastmaster at Neville’s 
party, he was returning a similar favor 
performed by the juvenile court director for 
the judge’s retirement party a few weeks 
earlier. 

Reflecting back upon his years in juvenile 
court, Neville has seen many changes take 
place. 

He commented: "We’re not more of an 
adversary court than I believe was ever in- 
tended we should be.” 

Neville said today’s emphasis on legal 
proceedings is at odds with the juvenile 
court’s original philosophy of functioning as a 
specialized court for children, whose aim was 
to protect and correct children. 

Currently, the out-county branch office has 
a load of more than 500 cases at one time. 
Approximately half are resolved through 
counseling, eliminating the fillings of formal 
court actions. 

Overseeing a staff of 24 employees in an 
area comprised of some 1.25 million people, 
Neville’s job at retirement is a far cry from 
the four employees serving a population of 
345,000 residents back in 1953 when he first 
became director.

He added: "There was a time when 
children had more respect for their parents 
and others in authority, but today, peer 
pressure is too great.” 

After serving as a probation officer in the 
Juvenile Court from 1938 to 1953, Neville was 
named by Judge George Edwards to organize 
the out-county branch office of the court, at 
the special insistence of area chiefs of police. 

Neville, in addition to director, also served 
as Traffic Court referee for out-county

juvenile cases.

munity agencies. 

"Tliere are many who are hard-core, 
persistent offers who began their delinquency 
careers as status offenders,” he noted.

Drastic elimination of 
more than 1,000 “nit- 
picking” regulations 
under the Occupational 
Safety and Health 
Administration was 
hailed this week by 
Congressman William 
D. Ford <D-15th 
District), one of the 
authors of the original 
OSHA legislation. 

“This is another clear 
signal that we finally 
have administration 
which understands the 
needs of both the 
business community 
and the worker,” 
Congressman Ford 
said. “Although we cld 
not plan it that way 
when we created OSHA, 
it has been developed by 
the bureaucracy into an 
agency which seems to 
spend more time 
harassing businessmen 
than developing job 
safety.” 

Congressman Ford’s 
comments followed an 
announcement by Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall 
that he plans to revoke 
some 1,100 regulations 
which have no direct 
affect on worker health 
or safety. 

Scheduled for 
elimination, for 
example, are toilet seat 
requirements, height 
specifications for 
mounting fire ex- 
tinguishers, and 10 
pages of rules for 
portable wooden lad- 
ders. 

In addition, new in- 
spection procedures will 
be adopted which will, 
in most cases, eliminate 
citations and penalties 
for violation of rules 
which have little or no 
bearing on employee 
safety. 

Congressman Ford, a 
member of the House 
Committee on 
Education and Labor, 
played a major role in 
the drafting and 
enactment of the OSHA 
legislation in 1970. 

“Our intent was to 
iliminate serious 
hazards in the work- 
place,” Congressman 
Ford recalled. “Un- 
fortunately, over the 
years, the agency 
adopted rules and 
regulations which went 
far beyond this goal, 
and which literally 
made OSHA a laughing- 
stock among both 
employers and em- 
ployees.”

One of the New Deal's really bad deals 


For the past several years, the U.S. Social 
Security system has come under attack for 
a multitude of reasons, chief among them, is 
the ever-increasing burden that the system 
is placing on the shoulders of middle-class 
America. 

Since the inception of Social Security in 
1932, the system has been critized for its 
lack of flexibility in keeping up with the 
increasing demands on its resources. 

The federal government, rather than 
establish a plan that would provide a fund 
for the operation of the system, has simply 
placed social security payments in the 
general operating fund, and has drawn 
benefits from the same source. Now, with 
the advent of improved health care and the 
consequent lengthening of our life ex- 
pectancy, the Social Security system is 
being strained to near the breaking point. 

Economic experts now claim that the end 
of Social Security is in sight, and that the 
thousands of Americans who have con- 
tributed to the plan for their entire life, and 
for that reason had not invested in a private 
retirement fund, may soon find themselves 
without any financial support at all, at 
retirement. 


For the past few weeks, Washington 
lawmakers have been studying new rate 
increases for Social Security. Those in- 
creases will more than double the cost of the 
system over the next six years, raising the 
current rate of about $976 for a middle-class 
income earner to a staggering $2,000 in 
1980. But the proposed rate increases are 
absolutely necessary if the system is to 
survive, and financial support of the 
nation’s elderly is to continue. 

The root of the problem with the Social 
Security system, and the reason that the 
system can never be expected to provide the 
promised benefits to contributors, lies in the 
fact that Social Security is not a retirement 
plan. It is rather an income transfer system 
whereby money is collected from those still 
in the work force, and paid out, the same 
day if you will, in benefits to those eligible. 

Any true retirement fund on the other 
hand, collects payments from its members, 
invests those payments in income-producing 
areas, collects interest for the use of those 
payments by others, and pays benefits from 
thesubsquent fund that has been created. In 
that way, it is possible for the principal 


amount within the fund to remain almost the 
same even while payments may not 
necessarily cover the cost of paid out 
benefits. 

Example: Let’s assume that the Social 
Security system is a bank with five teller 
windows for collecting payments and one 
window for paying benefits, and the salary 
for the six people who must work the win- 
dows is equal to the collections from two of 
the tellers windows. At any given time, 
there will be six people standing at the 
windows. Five will be making payments, 
and one will be receiving a payment.As the 
five tellers receive the Social Security 
payments, they collect it, deduct the cost of 
their salaries, and walk to the sixth window 
and give the money to the person receiving 
benefits. None of the money went into the 
bank’s vault. None of the money could have 
been used to invest in the community or to 
earn interest to help defray the costs of the 
program. 

On the other hand, the private sector’s 
retirement plan is equivalent to a full- 
service bank. Money from the five collecting 
tellers will be deposited in the bank’s vault 


and subsequently loaned to individuals and 
businesses in the community. The interest 
income from those loans is applied to the 
operating costs of the system, and to help 
pay cost outlays for the recipients of 
benefits. But, because the income to the 
fund was used to help create additional 
income, the overall costs and benefits are 
much different. 

Social Security currently provides a single 
person with a maximum benefit of $437 per 
month, or $5,244 per year. In addition there 
is a death benefit of $255. In addition, the 
maximum benefit is only paid to those who 
have contributed to the plan for many 
years, at the upper end of the contribution 
scale. 

A private retirement plan, providing $600 
per month at age 65 now costs $853 per year, 
as compared to the Social Security System’s 
chage of $1,952 ($976 from both employee 
and employer). Today, that $1,952 per-year 
figure, if invested in a private plan, could 
provide an individual 18 years old with a 
retirement income of more than $400,000 at 
age 65. That same $1,952, could provide a 


30-year-old, with more than $200,000 for his 
retirement at age 65, and the same $1,952 
per year could provide a person 40-yea rs- 
old, with more than $100,000 for retirement 
at age 65. 

It is clear to see from the foregoing that 
Social Security is not a very good deal. It is 
no deal for the country, and certainly is not a 
good investment for our citizens. 

We think that it is time for our elected 
officials to finally concede that government 
bureaucracy is not conducive to efficiency. 
Not only is Social Security a bad deal for 
everyone concerned, it is far too costly to 
administer. 

At a time when Blue Cross boasts of 
returning more than 95 cents of every dollar 
to subscribers, Social Security only returns 
60 cents. 

Raising Social Security rates is not the 
answer to the Social Security problem. It is 
time for a complete overhaul of the system, 
and or the decision by the government to get 
out of the retirement business altogether. 

The ‘New Deal’ created some bad deals, 
and Social Security is definitely one of them.

Men's ‘Lib' 
needed 


With all of the talk going on about the 
women’s liberation movement, little 
thought is being given to men’s rights and 
how they often are abused. 

One of the best examples is that of the 
man who is divorced by his wife after 
many years of marriage. Invariably, the 
wife is given custody of the couple’s 
children and is awarded a specific sum 
each month in child support and alimony 
by the judge. 

Now forced to maintain a separate 
domicile for himself and required to pay 
out a sizable portion of his take-home to his 
ex-wife, the ex-husband soon finds himself, 
in most instances, in dire financial straits. 

Compounding the problem are the 
“visitation rights” so graciously allowed 
by the judge. This ruling will permit the 
father to visit his own children from once a 
week to once a month, depending upon the 
circumstances involved. 

Apart from the fact that half of the men 
did not want the divorce in the first place, 
half of the women do not wish to be 
divorced either. 

What are the men’s rights that are being 
violated? 

Since the children represent half of each 
parent biologically, each of the parents 
should be entitled to half of their children’s 
time, whether it be a week at a time or six 
months out of each year. Only in a small 
number of cases does a father get such 
visitation rights, usually if he can afford a 
high-priced lawyer, or if the judge is 
lenient, or a combination of both. 

As for the child support and alimony, 
what happens to some fathers after a 
divorce is unfair and inequitable After 
making his monthly payments, to his 
“ex”, the father usually has enough left to 
rent a small room somewhere, pay for his 
food (usually out) and incidentals. His car 
payments get further and further behind 
and he soon finds himself on the verge of 
bankruptcy 

Since both the father and the mother 
should share equally in their children’s 
welfare, would it not be more fair for each 
to contribute to a separate fund set aside 
for their upkeep and care? Possibly, each

could contribute equal percentages toward 
the total cost determined to care for the 
children, say 35 percent, with the balance 
to be paid by the parent with whom the 
children reside. 

Under this type of arrangement, 
possibly neither mate would be so eager 
for a divorce, expecially the woman, who 
heretofore, knew that she would get the 
lion’s share of the whole rotten mess. 

Yes, men do have rights, too, and quite 
possibly, a movement should be un- 
dertaken to obtain them, much in the same 
way that the fair sex has chosen to exploit 
and publicize their drive for “equality”, 
etc., etc., etc.

A brush with justice

During the course of the normal working 
day around here, I receive pounds of press 
releases from various organizations which 
wish to have their message presented to 
Associated Newspaper readers. 

The burden of wading through the 
releases falls primarily on the handsome 
shoulders of my news editor, Sue Mc- 
Donald. She separates the material that 
will be of interest to readers in our cir- 
culation areas and discards the rest. 

Normally included in the piles of in- 
coming mail are items that are 
specificially addressed to me or otherwise 
of such a nature that they may be of 
particular interest to me; those Sue piles 
on top of the other rubble on my desk 

Today in that pile I found a press release 
from Circuit Court Judge George T. 
Martin. In that release he announced that 
he had just been re-elected to the post of 
chief judge pro-tern by his fellow members 
of the bench. 

That announcement by the judge? 
brought back a flood of memories of my 
youth spent in Dearborn, while Judge 
Martin was sitting on the bench at 
Dearborn Municipal Court. 

The evening of Sept. 5, 1954, I had spend 
in pursuit of the affections of a girl from 
Dearborn High School who lived in West 
Dearborn. 

At about 1 a.m. the next morning I was 
returning to my parents home in East 
Dearborn via Michigan Avenue in my 
vintage 1942 Ford coupe. 

Now, that old Ford could make just 
about 62 m.p.h., with a strong tail wind, 


and on the evening in point, there I was 
shaking along at about 60 m.p.h. 

In my rear view mirror I saw two cars 
approaching at what the police would 
describe as “high rate of speed.” I was in 
the middle of the three-lane-divided road 
and the two cars passed me, one on the 
inside and the other on the outside, at a 
speed that I guessed must have been about 
90 m.p.h. They were followed shortly by a 
flashing red light, also moving about 90 
m.p.h. 

As the police car went by me, I chuckled 
in the knowledge that the two violators of 
public safety would soon get to their just 
reward. 

About two miles up the road, I came 
upon the two cars pulled over alongside 
the road with the police officer writing 
tickets. Smug in my innocence, I ap- 
proached the scene, but to my surprise, the 
officer waved me over to the side of the 
road also. Thinking that law and order 
must need a witness to the incident, I 
pulled over. 

As I got out of the car, the officer or- 
dered me into spread-eagled position 
against the rusted side of my Ford. Aghast 
at the situation that was developing, I 
asked the officer to explain what I had 
done to deserve such shoddy treatment, 
especially since I had stopped to be a 
witness for the prosecution. 

The cop told me that he was writing me 
for reckless driving, doing 85 m.p.h. 
zone. In spite of my protests, I received a 
ticket, and was ordered to appear in Judge 
Martin’s court on the 12th of the month. 

Following the initial shock, I realized 


that there was no way that any judge could 
find me guilty of such an offense since I 
was innocent. 

I was soon to learn that the old saw, 
about anyone defending themselves in a 
court of law having a fool for a client, was 
indeed true. 

Watching the wheels of justice turn in 
the courtroom that day was an educational 
experience. The arresting officer was 
apparently more concerned with his image 
than justice. Rather than relating the 
facts, I had the distinct impression that he 
was more interested in defending his 
actions. 

The honorable Judge Martin, on the 
other hand, was not at all impressed with 
the 18-year-old long-haired ‘punk’ who was 
standing before him. From his honor, I 
gained the impression that I had already 
been judged guilty, and nothing short of 
divine intervention would save me. 

With all of the witnesses heard, I was 
judged guilty of the offense and sentenced 
to pay a $50 fine or serve 15-days in the 
slammer. 

When I informed the judge that I did not 
have the $50, and to make matters worse, 
was scheduled for induction into the Army 
three days hence on the 15th of September, 
the judge replied, “In that case son, you 
will be in trouble with both us and the 
Army.” 

Congratulations, Judge Martin on your 
new appointment, and also for teaching 
me more about justice in the 30-minutes I 
spent with you. than I could have learned 
from all of the textbooks at the U of M in 
four years. 


Health Beat 


The people of the ER

“At my first job as an RN, I was paid 
$30.00 per month plus room and board. We 
were not covered by social security in 
those days, so we took home most of our 
pay.” 

Bessie Hawkins, RN, was talking to me 
as we sat in the endoscopy room which is 
part of the Annapolis Hospital ER. 

Mrs. Hawkins, who long ago was nick- 
named Sadie by the late Dr. Angel of 
Wayne, graduated from the Toledo 
Riverside Hospital School of Nursing in 
1934. She said that when she was in 
training, her salary was $12.00 per month 
plus room and board 
She added that the standard work day 
for nurses was, at that time, 12 hours: 
from 7:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m. and vise-versa. 
Most of her 43-year career in nursing has 
been spent either in an operating room or 
an emergency room. “I went into the OR 
as a second-year student, and never found 
my way out,” she said. Thus, she finished 
her training as a most experienced OR 
nurse. 

When she first began her work as a 
nurse in an ER, Mrs Hawkins said “we 
did everything. For instance, during those 
long 12-hour days, we cleaned, sterilized, 
and packed instruments for the OR, 
prepared IV’s, made applicators, rolled 
cotton balls, cut gauze for surgical 
sponges, and even made plaster for the 
orthopedic men.” 

She said that sulfa was the principal 
medication used to combat infection when 
she first started in medicine. “Then came 


the first of the so-called wonder drugs, 
peneciilin. And now, of course, there are 

many new medications which are so ef- 
fective in treating disease. 

As Mrs. Hawkins left the room to assist a 
doctor with a new patient in the ER, I was 
lucky enough to bump into a much younger 
nurse who was representative of today’s 
training and philosophy. Her name is 
Kathy Sellier, LPN I. Kathy is a 1970 
graduate of Wayne High School and the 
Ann Arbor School of Practical Nursing. 
Kathy is age 25, while Mrs. Hawkins will 
soon reach the magic age of 65. 

“I’ve been an employee of Annapolis 
Hospital since 1974, and the last few 
months I’ve been assigned exclusively to 
the ER. Working in the ER is exciting, and 
a bona fide challenge to your ability to 
adapt to changing situations,” she said. 

We were talking about the psychology of 
nursing and she related an amusing story. 
“Not too long ago, we had a very young 
male patient who had cut his foot on a 
rusty tin can. - * “ 

The wound had been cleaned and 
treated, and the doctor had ordered a 
tetanus shot. The little guy’s tears had 
dried up, and he was eying me suspiciously 
as I approached with a hypo to give him 
the shot. I could sense his fear, and said 
that as soon as I was done, I’d give him a 
sucker (there is a large box of suckers in 
the ER to be used for just such cases) . He 
saw the sucker, looked back at me and the 
hypo, and said, ‘Gee whiz, nurse, I don’t 
really feel like a sucker today.’ ” 


Oh well, so much for the psychology of 
reward! 

Kathy Sellier is a nurse because she 
likes people and likes to work with them, 

and I enjoy the teaching aspect of my 
profession.” By teaching she was 
referring to work done with diabetics in 
diet and exercise instruction, amputees in 
their rehabilitation programs, and such 
related activities. 

“When people come into, or are brought 
into the ER, they are frightened, and I 
suppose I’d feel the same way. So a major 
part of our job is to establish a rapport 
with those people and reduce the tensions, 
which of course makes the doctor’s job 
easier. There are those times when a 
patient, perhaps a drunk or one zonked out 
on some other drug besides alcohol, can be 
pretty nasty and abusive. We learn quickly 
not to take anything too personal and we 
simply go about our business as efficiently 
as possible. 

“But abusive patients, thank God, are 
the exception. Most of our patients ap- 
preciate what the staff does for them, and 
sometimes they drop in months later to 
say thanks, or they send a card or box of 
candy. While such gratuities are not ex- 
pected, it's a nice feeling to know that 
you’ve helped some one through a difficult 
time and that person has thought enough of 
you to respond with a kind word or 
gesture.” 

We’ll finish this series on the Annapolis 
ER next week with a conversation between 
a physician and another RN with many 
years of experience.

The Michigan Legislature is fast ap- 
proaching the end of this legislative year 
with many important issues to be decided 
before we adjourn December 15. The most 
prominent of these issues is our effort to 
amend Michigan’s Single Business Tax. 

Since the Legislature adopted the Single 
Business Tax in 1975 and thereby 
eliminated the corporate income tax, 
Michigan’s small and low-profit 
businesses have been financially 
devastated. 

Originally, the Legislature believed the 
Single Business Tax would balance 
Michigan’s revenue picture by taxing 
payrolls as opposed to profits. Yet just the 
opposite has taken place. Michigan’s 
Single Business Tax, while solid in con- 
cept, has placed a greater tax burden on 
small and labor-intensive businesses while 
those large and highly profitable cor- 
porations in Michigan have experienced a 
windfall under the tax. 


Because of the controversial nature of 
this issue the process of revising the 
Single Business Tax has been a long one. 

In September of this year the Michigan 
Senate approved Senate Bill 734 which 
proposed a major revision of Michigan’s 
Single Business Tax. This proposal would 
lower the tax rate for small and low profit 
businesses while increasing the tax paid on 
corporate profits. Senate Bill 734 would not 
only lower the tax rate for those small 
businesses but would also provide a gross 
profit alternative for businesses with less 
than $25 million in gross receipts. Full 
benefits under that alternative would be 
available to businesses with gross receipts 
under $5 million. 

That proposal was rejected by the House 
of Representatives which essentially 
prefers the tax as it is. 

A conference committee of State 
Senators and Representatives began to 
work out a compromise revision of the 


Single Business Tax, however, the basic 
disagreement over the amount of tax relief 
that should be provided and the base upon 
which the tax is levied continues to stand 
in the way of any agreement. Just recently 
the committee received a proposal from 
House members that would have allowed 
small and low profit businesses to reduce 
their adjusted tax base by up to 25 percent. 
However, that proposal was changed one 
day later to allow a reduction of the tax 
base by up to 50 percent Neither of these 
proposals has received committee ap- 
proval. 

The issue of revising the Single Business 
Tax is critical for a number of reasons. 
First, unless the Legislature can reach a 
compromise on this revision before the end 
of this year those businesses which are 
paying a disproportionate share of this 
“value added tax” will be subjected to the 
same inequities for another year. Second, 
it is important that we replace this tax 


with a formula that will consider a firm’s 
ability to pay and its profit margin 
Currently, the Single Business Tax does 
not take these issue into major con- 
sideration. 

The State of Michigan must have a 
strong tax policy and business climate. 
Because of the nature of our state with its 
high industrial output and its dependency 
on his employment a solid tax policy is 
crucial. At the same time we can ill afford 
to sit back and take no action on a problem 
as serious as the Single Business Tax for 
fear of promoting instability in Michigan’s 
business sector It is important the 
Legislature take action on this problem 
and attempt to resolve the inequities 

While the conference committee 
examining the Single Business Tax is 
closer to an agreement than when it 
convened November 8, it is difficult to 
predict whether that agreement will be 
reached before the end of this year. In my

role as Senate Majority Leader I am 
urging members of that committee to 
come to an agreement so that Michigan's 
business community will not have to wait a 
full year before obtaining relief from the 
present inequities in our tax structure. 


From Romulus City Hall 


New Post Office , a Romulus challenge 


Several articles have appeared in this 
paper over the past few weeks dealing 
with the move to bring a new post office to 
the City of Romulus. 

I would like to take this opportunity to 
elicit your support and inform you, the 
citizens of Romulus, about this project. 

As everyone knows, who has had to deal 
with the Federal government, a project of 
any magnitude is fraught with problems, 
delays, red tape and seemingly endless 
hassles. 

In the past, the key to dealing suc- 
cessfully with the feds, has required 
patience, stamina and perserverance of 
almost superhuman proportions. 

Thus, knowing what we face, you may 
wonder why we even bother to seek a new 
post office, or for that matter, take on any 
huge entrenched and organized 
bureaucracy whom we preceive has 
wronged us or is treating us less than 
equitably. 

The answer is: because times are 
changing; this project is possible; our 
position is a just one; and such a facility is 
desperately needed by our citizens. 

Let me briefly describe the background 
of the situation, as it exists today. 

Several years ago, the U.S. Postal 
Corporation, after having recorded 
progressively larger operating deficits 
since becoming a semi-autonomous cor- 
poration in 1970, was placed under an 
austerity program. In their attempt to 
realize a balanced budget, or at least a 
decrease in the amount of money lost each 
year, the Postal Corporation cut back 
services, closed or merged operations and 
drastically curtailed plans for expansion. 

Unfortunately, Romulus was singled 
out, in Western Wayne County, to have its 
postal operation severely cut back, the 
vast majority of the operation being 
transferred to the neighboring City of 
Taylor. 

The fact that Romulus is larger than 
Taylor in area, and that the Romulus Post 
Office takes in approximately a quarter of 
a million dollars every month, and that our 
city is achieving yearly record growth, 


apparently was totally ignored in the 
decision. 

Recently, my predecessor received a 
letter from the Postmaster in Detroit, 
inquiring about the need for a new post 
office in Romulus. 

That letter, coupled with the improved 
financial condition of the postal service 
and a new president and administration 
dedicated to a more responsive Federal 
Government, leads me to believe that now 
is the time to assert our rights and take 
whatever steps necessary to insure that a 
new post office is built in our city in the 
near future. 

For years Romulus residents have had 
to endure the presence of a giant nine- 
square-mile airport, carved out of the 
center of our city. We have suffered in 
silence, as another Federal agency, the 
FAA, handed down ruling after ruling with 
little regard for the wishes or well-being of 
our citizens. The result is a gaping hole 
which divides our community, both 
physically and psychologically. 

The postmaster's positive action for our 
new po6t office will in some measure 
compensate our city for the inconvenience 
theairport causes us and demonstrate in a 
tangible way that the Federal 
bureaucracy does care and is concerned 
with the people who support it with their 
taxes. 

The Romulus City Council just passed a 
resolution citing its concern and desire 
that this matter be judiciously settled. 

However, I need the help and support of 
the citizens of Romulus. Action is often 
facilitated after a substantial number of 
people become involved. High school 
government students are now earning 
credits for obtaining signature. One way to 
directly express your feelings is to sign a 
petition demanding a new post office. 

Petitions are available in the Public 
Information Office at City Hall, or we’ll be 
glad to send you some. There are only 20 
spaces for signatures on each petition, and 
to be eligible to sign, a person need only be 
a resident of Romulus.

Michalski said: “We know first- 
hand the extent of the over- 
crowding, and we know the cause of 
it as well as the state knows it. What 
we must do is get the state to act to 
relieve its own fault.” 

Michalski emphasized that the

The two commissioners, 
respective chairman and vice- 
chairman of the Human Resources 


problem. The report states: 
“Overcrowding has become a 
chronic and serious problem at the 
youth home in the past six months. 
This is an emergency situation. 
Overcrowding taxes all resources of 
the facility and is a contributing 
factor in all of the violations cited in 
this report.” 


Mrs. Currie and Michalski have 
prepared a resolution they will in- 
troduce to the full board which asks 
the state to remove its wards and 
place them in other facilities. 

The resolution suggests the use of 
the state W. J. Maxey Training 
School near Whitmore Lake, which 
is being considered for an additional 


40 beds for juvenile offenders, a 
proposal now blocked in the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

It also asks for consideration of 
other facilities as well, and for 
additional funding to serve the 
present crisis, regardless of site 
selection. 

Accompanying Mrs. Currie and 


Michalski on the youth home tour 
were Juvenile Court Judge Gladys 
Y. Barsamian, Court Executive 
Arthur Ruhl and Youth Home 
Superintendent Yancy L. Griggs. 

Both Judge Barsamian and Griggs 
said removal of the state prisoners 
would relieve crisis conditions and 
eliminate the need for provisional 


licensing. Up to a maximum of four 
consecutive provisional licenses can 
be granted by the state for six- 
month period each. The youth home 
now operates on its third 
provisional. 

“It is imperative that the state 
stand up and accept responsibility 
for its kids,” said Judge Barsamian.

Christmas cactus: Ichristmas bargains 

It's a slow grower 


The Christmas cactus 
(Zygoc actus truncatus) 
is a slow-growing 
succulent plant com- 
posed of many toothed, 
leaf-like segments. Its 
spectacular blossoms, 
which look like some 
sort of exotic bird in 
flight, are worth waiting 
for. 

For best results with 
the Christmas cactus, 
Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists advise you 
to shelve the idea that 
cacti like to be dry. The 
Christmas cactus can’t 
tolerate the parched 
conditions under which 
other cacti thrive. It 
should be watered 
whenever the soil 
surface starts to dry out. 

For the Christmas 
cactus in equal parts 
potting soil and peat 
moss. 

Fertilize once or twice 
a month with a standard 
houseplant fertilizer 
when the plant is 
growing vigorously. 
Full sun in fall and 
winter and bright dif- 
fused light in spring and 
summer are best. 
Average home tem- 
peratures and humidity 
levels are adequate for 
good growth. 

The Christmas cactus 
is stimulated to form 
flower buds under two 
conditions: when it is 


exposed to 12-14 hours of 
complete darkness each 
night; or when it is 
exposed to tem- 
peratures of 55 degrees 
or lower. To induce a 
Christmas cactus to 


bloom around the 
holiday, start the short 
day, long night 
treatment around the 
first of September and 
continue it until buds 
have formed

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marks of God's reign 



God’s reign is present already in Jesus Christ but it is also yet to come at the 
“End-Time”. The central marks of God’s reign are universal justice and peace. 
Christians are called to give witness to that justice and peace through their 
individual repentance and communal harmony. 

Reading Is. 11:1-10 

A reading from the book of the prohet Isaiah 

He judges the poor with justice 
A shoot shall sprout from the stump of Jesse, 
and from his roots a bud shall blossom. 

The spirit of the Lord shall rest upon him : 

a spirit of wisdom and of understanding, 

A spirit of counsel and of strength, 
a spirit of knowledge and of fear of the Lord, 
and his delight shall be the fear of the Lord. 

Not by appearance shall he judge, 
nor by hearsay shall he decide, 

But he shall judge the poor with justice, 
and decide aright for the land’s afflicted. 

He shall strike the ruthless with the rod of his mouth, 
and with the breath of his lips he shall slay the wicked. 

Justice shall be the band around his waist, 
and faithfulness a belt upon his hips. 

Then the wolf shall be a guest of the lamb, 
and the leopard shall lie down with the kid; 

The calf and the young lion shall browse together, 
with a little child to guide them. 

The cow and the bear shall be neighbors, 
together their young shall rest; 
the lion shall eat hay like the ox. 

The baby shall play by the cobra’s den, 
and the child lay his hand on the adder’s lair. 

There shall be no harm or ruin on all my holy moutain; 
for the earth shall be filled with knowledge of the Lord, 
as water covers the sea. 

On that day, the root of Jesse, set up as a signal for the nations, 

The Gentiles shall seek out, for his dwelling shall be glorious. 

SCRIPTURAL COMMENT: 

After the Babylonian exile, the prohet forsees a savior again arising from the 
house of David. Israel’s savior will be endowed with various gifts divinely 
granted and will usher is a reign of justice and peace. In that reign, human 
beings will be reconciled within themselves and with one another, just as the 
whole of creation will be at-one. God’s reign will encompass all people, both Jew 
and Gentile. 

Reading 11 Romans 15:4-9 

Indeed everything that was written long ago in the scriptures was meant to 
teach us something about hope from the examples scripture gives of how people 
who did not give up were helped by God. And may he who helps us when we 
refuse to give up, help you all to be tolerant with each other, following the 
example of Christ Jesus, so that united in mind and voice you may give glory to 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. It can only be to God’s glory, then, 
for you to treat each other in the same friendly way as Christ treated you. The 
reason Christ became the servant of circumcised Jews was not only so that God 
coulti faithfully carry out the promises made to the patriarchs, it was also to get 
the pagans to give glory to God for his mercy, as scripture says in one place: 
“For I shall praise you among pagans and sing to your name.’’ 

Scriptural Comment: 

N Paul is worried about the disunity being created by warning factions in the 
Christian community at Rome. The various camps are fighting over issues like 
clean versus unclean food. Paul advises patience and respect toward one 
another. Just as Jesus Christ accepted them, both Jew and Gentile, so 
Christians ought to accept one another, despite external, non-essential dif- 
ferences, so that God will be glorified by all parties concerned. 

GOSPEL Matthew 3:1 - 12 

When John the Baptizer made his appearance as a preacher in the desert of 
Judea, this was his theme: “Reform your livesIThe reign of God is at hand.” It 
was of him that the prohet Isaiah had spoken when he said: 

“A herald’s voice in the desert: 

‘Prepare the way of the Lord, 
make straight his paths.” 

John was clothed in a garment of camel’s hair, and wore a leather belt around 
his waist. Grasshoppers and wild honey were his food. At that time Jerusalem, 
all Judea, and the whole region around the Jordan were going out to him. They 
were being baptized by him in the Jordan River as they confessed their sins. 

When he saw that many of the Pharisees and Sadducees were stepping for- 
ward for this bath, he said to them: “You brood of vipers? Who told you to flee 
from the wrath to come? Give some evidence that you mean to reform. Do not 
pride yourselves on the claim, ‘Abraham is our father.’ I tell you, God can raise 
up children to Abraham from these very stones. Even now the ax is laid to the 



root of the tree. Every tree that is not fruitful will be cut down and thrown into 
the fire. I baptize you in water for the sake of reform, but the one who will follow 
me is more powerful than 1. 1 am not even fit to carry his sandals. He it is who 
will baptize you in the Holy Spirit and fire. His winnowing-fan is in his hand. He 
will clear the threshing floor, and gather his grain into the bam, but the chaff he 
will bum in unquenchable fire.” 

..Scriptural Comment: 

Matthew presents John the Baptizer as both prphet and forerunner of Jesus. 
As prophet of the messianic age, John calls individuals to sincere repentance in 
preparation for the coming of the savior. Every person must truly repent. No 
one may claim exemption, even by citing membership in the chosen people of 
God. As forerunner of Jesus, the Baptizer displays the humility necessary for 
represen tance. John sees himself in proper perspective before God and within 
God’s plan. One greater than he is still to come, and John is merely prepating 
people to receive Him properly, that is, salvifically. 

Continual personal repentance is necessary for a healthy Christian life. 
Harmony within the Christian community is necessary to encourage both 
personal repentance and loving witness, the central characteristics of God’s 
reign of justice and peace. Without this corlorate and individual Christian 
witness there are fewer, if'any signs in this world that Jesus Christ is Lord and 
Savior, which would be a disaster from the Christian viewpoint. 

Human justice and world peace are scarce commodities in the modern world. 
Human rights are being denied daily in many countries around the globe. 
Localized wars continually threaten universal nuclear catastrophe. Justice and 
peace are not always very well served within the Christian churches either, so 
Christians cannot afford to be smug about others’ failures. 

Justice and peace are essential to God’s reign. The ideal set forth poetically in 
Isaiah is based on the model of love that God has for his creatures and the 
whole creation. As God cherishes and promotes his creation, so also his 
creatures must act and react toward one another lovingly, justly and in peace. 
When individuals give one another what is due, not only is justice present but 
there is a basis for love of one another. In turn, peace is founded in proper self- 
love, love of neighbor, and the love of one human community for another. Until 
genuine love is concretely acted out in daily life, there will be no real hope for 
either justice or peace, the two central marks of God’s reign which is indeed 
present already, but still to come in its fullness. 

Christians are witnesses to God’s reign. Like John the Baptizer, all Christians 
have by their baptism the privilege and duty of witnessing the God’s reign, 
already come in Jesus Christ, yet to come fully. Concretely, Christians are 
called to hard work for justice and peace, in themselves individually, in the 
family, the neighborhood, the wider community and, when possible, in the 
world. Work for justice and peace means preparing the way of the Oord of Love. 
It also entails acting prophetically as did John the Baptizer. Responsible, 
constructive criticism and efforts toward needed chane are part of every 
Christians’s role as prophet in the daily mission of justice and peace. 

Witnessing to God’ reign requores personal repentance and corporate har- 
mony. Like John the Baptizer, Chrstians themselves must take seriously the 
call to repentance in order to prepare for the full presence of God’s reign. 
Personal sin is a countersign to God’s full reign of life; sin is love; inordinate 
self-love and failure to love others. Sin frequently involves infractions of justice 
and breaking the peace. Personal repentance is a contintial process of turning 
to God and to God’s ideals, visions, horizons and away from selfishness, in- 
justice and hate. In turn, personal repentance promotes love of neighbor and 
contributes to communal harmony, a necessary atmosphere for the growth of 
love, as St. Paul reminds the Romans. Personal repentance and communal 
harmony go hand in hand as prophetic signs of God’s resign, already present 
but yet to come. 

as we prepare to celebrate the birth of the Prince of Peace and Justice, we 
should firmly renew our baptismal commitment to be prohets of God’s reign 
and resolve to take concrete steps to overcome injustice and disharmony in our 
daily lives. There must be someone to whom I have failed to give his or her due. 
There must be commissions or omissions in my life by which the harmony of the 
family, neighborhood and community is disturbed. There must be 
times when I fail to be a responsible critic in face of injustice and disharmony. 
Perhaps now is the time for a thorough examination of conscience and an ap- 
prach to the matter of reconciliation.

Miami Beach’s famed golden 
sands are being reclaimed from the 
Atlantic Ocean and restored to a 
width cf 300 feet. When finished in 
late 1979, the beach will stretch for 
i0 miles along the oceanfront 

The four miles of beach already 
restored have become a haven for 
shell collectors, with conchs, whelks 
and coral within easy reach of beach 
strollers. Beaches at Jacksonville 
Beach and Tampa also are being 
widened 

Other new attractions in Florida 
include waterslides modeled after 
Walt Disney World’s River Country. 
They a re located in Largo, Pompano 
Beach, Panama City, Kissimmee 
and Fort Walton Beach. 

Silver Springs' Wild Waters 
aquatic park, slated to open in 
March, will feature a 180-foot-long 
swimming pool with wave-maker, a 
series of play pools and three body 
flumes. 

Scheduled to open Jan. 15, Roger 
Brown’s Miniature Horse Farm 
near Pompano Beach offers 
youngsters a chance to see, pet and 
even ride more than 40 of tne tiny 
performing horses. 

Not to be outdone, Ringling 
Brothers and Bamum & Bailey’s 
Circus World near Orlando boasts 
new historical circus exhibits in 
railroad cars, plus a new petting zoo. 

The Dark Conti nent-Busch Gar- 
dens near Tampa has opened its 
sixth theme section. "The Congo". 
Visitors can ride a boat past an 
African stilt village and through a 
waterfaD. Or, they can visit Claw 
Island, home of the park’s 16 Bengal 
tigers, and tackle hair-raising rides 
like the "Python" and "Monstrous 
Mamba". 

Each year, a growing number of 
Michigan motorists heading for fun 
in Florida are finding they can stay 
within their vacation budget by 
camping. There are nearly 86,000 
private and 8,000 public campsites 
throughout the state, with heaviest 
pressure expected through mid- 
January, especially near major 
tourist attractions. 

Hotels and motels across the state 
also are braced for the tourist 
season, with several new complexes 
and many others listing extensive 
renovations. 

Miami’s 556-room Omni In- 
ternational Hotel opened in July and 
will be joined in January by a two- 
level shopping center featuring two 
major department stores, six movie 
theaters and "Treasure Island", a 
family entertainment center with all 
the excitement and adventure of 


Robert Louis Stevenson’s pirate 
tale. 

Also new in Miami is the Sheraton 
River House, a 10-story, 251-room 
facility which opened in August, and 
the 43-suiteCostaDelSol, located on 
what was the last vacant oceanfront 
property in the Fort Lauderdale- 
Miami area. 

Up to 90 percent of the 
Michiganians camping and filling 
Florida’s beach resorts will arrive 
by car. Southern M ichigan motorists 
should plan on at least 2Vi days of 
driving time to reach the Florida 
state line and another full day of 
driving, if traveling to Miami. 

The accompanying map shows the 
five principal routes to Florida. 

Route A via 1-75 is the fastest for 
East Michigan tourists. The 1,410 
miles between Detroit and Tampa is 
all freeway and travels through 
Cincinnati, Lexington, Knoxville 


and cnattanooga, skirting Atlanta 
via a bypass. About 50 miles of the 
route through Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee is semi mountainous. Tolls to 
Maiami total $4.80. 

With all of the 1,465-mfle Route B 
four-lane highway, it is the most 
direct for West Michigan residents. 
The route is reached via Fort 
Wayne and Indianapolis. East 
Michigan travelers preferring Route 
B will go through Toledo and Cin- 
cinnati to Louisville. 

At Nashville, foDow Route B to 
Chattanooga to join 1-75, or in case of 
bad weather, follow Route B-l 
through Birmingham, Montgomery 
and Tallahassee to join 1-75 at Lake 
City, Fla. Both feature almost no 
mountain driving. While Route B is 
55 miles longer from Detroit than 
Route A, driving time is about the 
same. Tolls to Miami for both 
Routes B and B-l total $4.80. 


Route C meanders 1,586 miles 
through Virginia and the Carolinas, 
with four -lane highways making up 
nearly 1,450 miles. However, winter 
driving in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
may be hazardous and drivers 
should keep abreast of local road 
and weather conditions. Tolls total 
$8 65. 

Route D’s 1,393 miles include the 
mountains of West Virginia and 
North Carolina. While driving may 
prove difficult in winter, the trip is 
tops for breathtaking views of 
mountain scenery. Four- lane high- 
ways comprise 1,199 miles and tolls 
total $590. 

At 595 miles , Route E, which takes 
in Washington, D.C., is the longest 
Florida route. It also is the most 
expensive, with $9.60 in tolls, but it 
offers pleasant East Coast scenery 
and minimal mountain driving. All 
but 16 miles are four-lane highwav.

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Keep your own 
baked goods shop 
handy in freezer 

What with the holidays iust around the comer and that yearly yen for those 
“special’’ goodies, local homemakers are fortifying their pantries with extra 
sugar, nuts, coconut, flavorings, dried and candied fruits and chocolate bits. 
That’s all in preparation for the big baking binge which usually occurs during 
the pre-holiday weeks. 

Since most cooks bake “ahead”, most of their efforts will go into cold 
storage— the freezer. And that’s where preparation and wrapping know-how 
are a MUST. 

COOKIES 

Cookies as a rule keep longer in the freezer than do most other baked goods 
and may be stored for as long as six to 12 months. Cookies may be frozen with 
good results either baked or unbaked. 

Almost all drop or bar cookie doughs and all refrigerator mixtures do well 
whether frozen in bulk or cut and spread on cookie sheets. Wrap in airtight 
freezer paper and seal with tape. 

Baked cookies, like other foods, should be cooled completely before 
freezing. Pack carefully in layers in a freezer container, separating each 
layer with a sheet of freezer paper. Then, for added protection, even overwrap 
the container and seal (especially for those edibles which will be stored for 
longer periods. ) If cookies are very fragile, freeze on trays BEFORE wrap- 

Pl - g ' PIES 

Pies, particularly fruit, berry and mincemeat, are especially good to freeze. 
Custard or cream-filled pies, however, tend to become grainy and are not good 
for freezing. Meringues tend to toughen during the freezing process and 
should not be used. 

Fruit pies are best frozen unbaked. Do not slit the top crust of unbaked pies 
until just before baking; this prevents evaporation of juices during freezing. 

Baked pies should be cooled completely and frozen at once. Wrap and seal 
with tape. Pies may be frozen before wrapping if they seem particularly 
delicate or too fragile to handle. 

CAKE 

Baked cakes may be frozen whole, in halves, in quarters or in individual 
servings. You may find it best to package cakes in amounts you will use at one 

To wrap for freezing, place cake on stiff cardboard with a layer of foil 
between the cake and cardboard to prevent sticking. Then wrap in foil, label 
and freeze. After cake is frozen, it should be placed in a plastic cake carrier, 
deep tin or in heavy cardboard box to prevent being mashed while in the 
freezer. 

Thaw at room temperature for one to two hours when ready to serve frozen 
uniced cake. Or thaw in oven, placing unfrosted cake in original wrapping 
(use foil if you plan to use this method) in 275 to 300 degree oven for 10 to 15 
minutes, depending on cake size. Loaf cake will take about twice as long. 

Frosted cakes should always be frozen before wrapping to prevent sticking. 

Uncooked confectionery sugar frostings keep best. Candy-type icings, such 
as fudge and penuche, also freeze well if cake is not to be kept more than a 
month. If kept longer, they become brittle. Fruit and nut fillings also do well in 
the freezer. 

Avoid boiled, 7-minute and other soft frostings which are not for the freezer. 
Cream fillings should not be frozen since they separate and spoil easily. 

BREADS 

Home-baked breads, yeast rolls, coffee cakes and other leavened goods 
should be baked before freezing. Also cool to room temperature before 
wrapping and freezing 
quickly after being tha

Almost every cook has combined raw cranberries and 
oranges for some version of that refreshing relish to serve 
with turkey or other holiday “birds”. 

This famous fruit “duet” — cranberries and oranges — 
appears together in two new desserts. Ruby accents of 
fresh cranberries add color, tartness and moistness to 
C’ranberry Bundt Cake and Frosted Cranberry Bars. 

Cranberry Bundt Cake, with its not-too-sweet flavor and 
a delicate orange glaze, could be the crowning “jewel” for 
a brnch, open house* or company meal. 

The cake may be decorated with sugared cranberries. 
Coat 1 cup berries in an egg white that’s been beaten until 
foamy. Spread berries on wax paper and sprinkle with 
granulated sugar. Then roll cranberries in more sugar for 
thicker coating. Let cranberries dry for at least 2 hours 
before arranging around the cake. 

Frosted Cranberry Bars get a tart “zing” from 
chopped raw crani>erries and frozen orange juice 
concentrate. Unsulphured molasses tones down the tart- 
ness to a mellow level. These bars are a good choice when 
you want a snack that’s less sweet than most bars or 
cookies. 

To chop cranberrbs in a food processor, give just a 
couple quick bursts of power to one cup cranberry at a 
time. 

To grind cranberries in a food chopper, eliminate 
dripping juice by using; the coarse chopper blade and first 
freezing the berries. 

Or a blender also chops cranberries satisfactorily. 
Consult the instruction book for the suggested procedure 
i amounts, time, etc). 

Extra raw cranberritis can be frozen now, so these new 
recipes can be prepared year round. Some cooks freeze 
the box or bag of beiTies just as it comes from the 
supermarket. But you’ll save time later if you wash the 
berries, remove any stray stems, and wrap in one-cup 
portions before freezing;. 

Cranberry Cake 

2 cups raw cranberries 

1 cup sugar 

V* cup butter or margarine 
I* cup unsulphured molasses 

2 eggs 

1 cup buttermilk 

2 * -2 cups all-purpose flour 

2 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. baking soda 

tsp. salt 

x< 2 cup chopped nuts 
1 cup chopped dates or raisins 
1 Tbsp. grated orange riiad 


Glaze: 

*/4 cup butter or margarine 
two-third cup sugar 
one -third cup orange juice 

Combine V 4 cup sugar with cranberries and let set while 
preparing cake batter. Preheat oven to 350 degrees F 
Grease and flour a tube or Bundt pan. Cream butter with 
the remaining ^4 cup sugar. Add molasses and eggs and 
beat well. Add sifted dry ingredients alternately with 
buttermilk. Stir in nuts, cranberries orange rind, and 
dates or raisins. Pour into prepared pan. Bake at 350 
degrees F. 50 minutes. While caxe is oaking, prepare 
glaze by heating ingredients over low heat until butter 
melts and sugar dissolves. Let cake cool in pan for 15 
minutes. Pour some of the glaze over cake. Remove cake 
from pan and coat with remaining flaze. (Note: Glaze 
may be omitted and cake sprinkled with confectioners’ 
sugar.) 

Leftover cake keeps well in refrigerator.

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. In large mixer bowl, 
combine oil, sugar, molasses, eggs and orange juice 
concentrate; beat until smooth and fluffy. Sift together 
flour, baking powder, soda and salt; add to creamed 
mixture and mix well. Stir in oats, cranberries, and nuts.

ORANGE CREAM CHEESE ICING: In food processor 
or bowl, mix together 1 3-oz. pkg. cream cheese with 1 
Tbsp. frozen orange juice concentrate, thawed.

Tie a string 
across the narrowest point of the ornament with about 18 
inches of thread.

5. Continue to hold the paper in its accordion configuration 
and begin cutting notches on each side of the paper, 
making sure that the thread is not cut. 6. Open the or- 
nament up, and tape the inside edges of the ornament 
together, so the ornament becomes circular.

INGREDIENTS - MATERIALS 

2 1 ? cups All-purpose flour 

1 cup Salt 

1 cup Water 

Cookie cutters or cardboard 
patterns 


Glass pizza plate or plastic 
microwave plate 
Needle and a small straw 
Water color paints and lacquer 
Yarn, ribbon or ornament hangers 

In large mixing bowl, combine all 
ingredients; flour, salt, water. Mix 
thoroughly with spoon until all the 
flour is moistened. Turn dough out 
on lightly floured surface. 

Knead dough until smooth, about 
10 minutes. Shape into a ball, then 
return the dough to the bowl. Keep 
dough covered with a damp cloth or 
paper towel until ready to use. 

Before using, check the con- 
sistency of dough If dough is sticky, 
add a small amount of flour. If 
dough is too stiff, knead in additional 
water by teaspoons. 

Divide dough in half. Keep one- 
half covered in bowl. Roll half on 
floured surface to inch thickness 
Cut with cookie cutters or cut around 
your cardboard pattern. Repeat the 
process with your remaining dough 
Use excess dough to add three- 
dimensional trim to ornaments. 
Make sure to moisten trim pieces 
with water and then press trim, 
moistened side down, firmly to 
ornament 

Place ornament on ungreased 
glass pizza plate. Prick in several 
places with a needle to allow steam 
to escape. Use a skewer or small 
drinking straw tomake hole in top of 
ornament for hangers. 

Cook at high in microwave oven 


for three minutes, giving dish half 
turn once. Check to see if ornaments 
are firm and not wet on bottom. Add 
more cooking ' time in one-minute 
segments, if ornaments are not dry 
enough. Cool on rack. 

Paint ornaments with water colors 
to make desired designs. When 
paint is thoroughly dry, spray with 
lacquer or, for an extra shiny ap- 
pearance, paint with lacquer. 

Insert colored yarn, ribbon, or 
ornament hangers through the hole 
in the top of the ornaments. You may 
use the ornaments to decorate trees, 
wreaths or holiday packages.

After six months studying the 
blighted but "vast recreation 
potential” of the Detroit River 
shoreline. Wayne County planning 
officials have submitted a report 
and recommendations for im- 
provement to the State Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) in 
Lansing. 

The report, titled “People and the 


River,” concludes the effort 
requested by DNR in February to 
help guide its expenditure of 
recreation dollars. , 

Said County Board Chairman John 
Barr: “The DNR asked us for the 
study, we have responded and are 
saying that this is what they would 
be focusing on in their allocation of 
money.” 


Barr added that recommendations 
in the report could produce sen- 
sational changes to beautify and 
utilize the 37 miles of river shoreline 
in the County that he called 
neglected and undeveloped for 
recreational use. 

Among the proposals offered in 
the study is the formation of an 
inter-atency council to coordinate 
recreational planning along the 


entire 37 miles, more means of 
public access to the river, improved 
and increased number of parks that 
would include a major development 
by the Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority, continued upgrading of 
water quality, and development of 
special projects at Belle Isle and 
Fort Wayne. 

Also recommended is the 
establishment of an educational 
observation center at the Rouge 
River intersection. It would be 
designed to educate the public on 
new techniques in pollution control, 
provide an understanding of Detroit 
Industry, and allow observation of 
Great Lakes shipping. 

The study was carried out by an 
eight-member Recreation Op- 
portunities Panel selected from 
resource specialists in both public 
and private areas. With DNR 
agreement, the panel was appointed 
by the county Planning Commission. 

In addition, the panel is supported 
with expertise from eight others in 
various agencies active in riverfront 
recreation services, such as the City 
of Detroit Recreation Department, 
the Huron Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority, DNR. the Army Engineer 
Corps and county Road Commission. 

Results of the panel study was 
presented to the DNR Shorelines 
Advisory Council, the Recreation 
Advisory Council and other chief 
personnel. Present at the meeting 
was DNR Deputy Director O. J. 
Scherschligt. 

The presentation was made by 
selected members of the Recreation 
Opportunities Panel, headed by 
Maurice W Roach, Director of the 
Planning Commission staff. 

The study points out that, except 
where obvious need for internation 
coordination exists, it was limited to 
the US riverside. It also explains 
that on-site observations of river- 
front use excluded Belle Isle and the 
Grosse Pointes because the 
“Pointes” restrict public access to 
the river and Belle Isle has 
previously been extensively studied 
by the Huron-Clinton authority. 

Nevertheless, a strong recom- 
mendation in the report is continued 
DNR support in funding Belle Isle 
projects along with the City of 
Detroit, as well as arrangement for 
public boating access a t Fort Wayne 
— possibly as an alternative use for 
the present Army Corps of 
Engineers’ dock. 

Recognizing the absence of overall 

long-range coordination for the 
county waterway-shoreline the 
report says, the first conclusion is a 
ne£d for inter-agency planning.

The Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission has gone on record in 
strong opposit ion t o a bill tha t would 
raise the price of liquor to con- 
sumers by nearly $17 million an- 
nually, with more than 91 percent of 
the increase going to liquor 
distributors.

were designed and intended to be an 
adjunct to established merchants 
and to make liquor readily available 
to consumers,’’ Thayer said "The 
sale of alcoholic liquor in Michigan 
was never intended to be the 
licensee’s sole profit-making 
commodity.” 

Under the Michigan liquor law, 
which is unique among the states, 
the price paid by consumers is 
determined by a percenta ge markup 
over cost which the LCC charges. 
This percentage determines the 
price of a bottle of liquor whether it 
is sold by a state-operated store or 
by a licensed SDD. 

Profit to the dealer comes from a 
separate percentage discount which 
the commission applies to its sales to 
the licensee. 

The bill in question (H.B. 4448) has 
been sent to the House Ap- 
propriations Committee. In its 
original form, it would have raised 
the discount allowed licensees from 
the current 15 percent to 22 percent. 

However, proposed amendments 
to the bill would do two things — 
first, they would make the discount 
to dealers 18 percent, and second, 
they would raise the markup 
charged by the commission from 48 
percent over cost to 54 percent over 
cost. 

"With the proposed minimum 
markup at 54 percent instead of 48 
percent, the state would be in- 
creasing the price to the public for 
the same consumption by about 4 
percent of sales — an estimated 
$16,801,620,” Thayer pointed out. 
"Of this increase, which only the 
state can authorize, the state would 
receive $1,469,490 while the 
distributors would receive 
$15,332,130. 

"If this proposal is enacted, it 
would mean that for the first time 
the share of the sales dollar going as 
discount exceeds the gross profit to 
the state.” 

"In other words, the state would 
become the junior partner,” Thayer 
said. 

"Michigan is unique among the 
control states in that it is the only 
state which shares its income from 
liquor with independent distributors 
in the form of discourts,” he said. 
"By having a percentage rather 
than a dollar markup, there already 
is a built-in hedge against inflation 
which protects the licensee. 

"This means that any argument 
for this proposal which says the 
dealers need the increase to meet 
costs is pure poppycock.” 

"On-premise licensees — that is, 
bars — are over-discounted at the 
present time. The price they pay for 
liquor is regulated, but they can 
charge anything they want to for a 
drink, and have complete control of 
their own pricing structure. 

"Whatever the price increase, 
they find it easy to simply add a 
nickel to the price of every drink,” 
Thayer said . 

He noted that distillers’ prices 
when they sell their products to the 
state are likely to continue going up. 
Compounding the expectable in- 
creases by boosting profits is un- 
conscionable, he said. 

"This bill could increase the cost 
of purchasing a licensed business, 
and these purchase costs are 
already high duepartially to the fact 
that the number of licenses which 
can be issued under LCC 
regulations is restricted,” Thayer 
said. "Theonly apparent motivation 
for this proposal seems to be greed. 

"It is bad for the consumer 
because it would unnecessarily 
increase his cost; it is bad for the 
dealers because it could cut their 
sales and increase the cost of 
transferring a licensed business, 
and it is bad for the state because it 
goes against the whole rationale for 
the close control of liquor 
distribution.”

Housing bill disrupts budget 


Wayne County, already struggling 
to maintain a balanced budget after 
eliminating a $13 million deficit, 
faces a $3.5 million prisoner housing 
bill because of an unexpected in- 
crease in prisoners, two county 
commissioners warned this week. 

Wayne County Commissioners 
Rose Mary C. Robinson and Richard 
E. Manning said the solution to the 
problem " 'should come from county 
judges, the sheriff and the 
prosecutor because it is a criminal 
justice problem — and they have 
been elected and have the expertise 
to handle this area better than 
anyone else”. 

Robinson and Manning declared 
that “a critical budget situation has 
developed at the county's jail annex 
in Westland where the prisoner 
population is nearly at the 
maximum”. 

“On advice from the criminal 
justice system, we budgeted for a 
maximum of 70 prisoners at the 
annex,” Robinson said. “But we’ve 
been housing more than 200 out there 
at $70 per day . I f this keeps up, it will 
run the county an unexpected $3.5 
million.” 

Manning added: “We’re going to 
have tofind a solution to the prisoner 
problem by Jan. 9 when the 
budgeted money runs out, or make 
some cuts in the existing criminal 
justice budget.” 

The commissioners said they saw 
only two options to. the problem: 
Move prisoners out of the jail faster 
or makes cuts in the court and law 
enforcement budgets, which now 
run some $100 million a vear. 


“We’re asking the judges, the 
sheriff and the prosecutor to attend 
a meeting this Wednesday to 
discuss the problem,” Robinson 
said. ‘‘Hopefully, they will come up 
with better ways of handling persons 
awaiting trial.” 

Robinson, an attorney, suggested 
they might consider reviewing 
bonding procedures or the practice 
of sending female misdemeanants to 
the county jail ratho* than a com- 
munity-based operation like a half- 
way house.” 

She said most female 
misdemeanants are convicted of 
prostitution, loitering and other 
similar offenses and could be 
handled in a different manner. 

She said to house them at the 
county jail costs $70 per day as 
opposed to a $4-$25 charge for other 
facilities. 

Manning, also an attorney, 
recommended that law enforcement 
officials and judges look into the 
possibility of holding prisoners in 
local police lockups. 

“If we could just find an alternate 
place for 100 people, it would save 
the county $7,000 per day,” Manning 
added. 

Robinson, as chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners Public 
Safety and Judiciary Committee, 
scheduled a meeting of her com- 
mittee at lp.m. today and invited all 
Circuit and Recorder’s Court 
judges, Sheriff William Lucas and 
Prosecutor William Cahalan to 
attend. 


Robinson said that if a solution 
can’t be found quickly, and if the 
judges and others don’t tell her 
committee where the cuts should be 
made, the commissioners will make 
them. 

“But I’d rather have their advice 
and cooperation,” she emphasized.

But for 13-year-old Mindy McKelvey, work is what makes 
dreams a reality. Mindy recently won her first gold medal in figure 
skating and that, she feels, is the first in many steps which will 
eventually lead to an Olympic tryout some day. 

“Mindy has been taking private lessons for 13 months,” says 
the girl’s mother, Delores J. Bradley. “It’s strange I have two girls 
— one, who won’t get off the ice and a second who won’t get on it 
and prefers playing the piano.” 

It seems that the recent Great Lakes Regional Figure Skating 
competitions held in Wayne has been a catalyst for the sport. 

The thousands who viewed the championships held in the Wayne 
Community Center saw some of the best performers in the nation 
compete for a chance to qualify for the midwestem invitational. 

That will be the road Mindy will have to someday skate down if 
she is to make it to the Olympics. It is a road with many pitfalls, 
demanding a lot of time, energy and discipline. 

Mindy started her skating career as a protege of Coach Carol 
Zoziedbko of Melvindale. She has recently turned to Debbie 
Stoltman of Melvindale to further her career. 

“I’m on the ice for about six hours or more per day, five days a 
week,” said the Calvary Lutheran Church seventh grader. “It 
really doesn’t give me enough time for socializing, but I love to 
skate and that’s why I’m there on the ice.” 

Mindy, who has been going through this rigid routine for nearly 
2 Vi years, picked up her first gold medal on Dec. 11 at the Ice 
Skating Institute of America tournament, also held at the Wayne 
Ice Arena. 

She was entered the Freestyle IV, age group 12 to 14 category. 

One of her regrets was that she wasn’t able to see the regional 
championships last week because she was out of town. 

“I feel the most important thing about skating is that you must 
have poise — and you can’t lose it,” Mindy says. “Whatever hap- 
pens on the ice, you must have poise — that’s what makes a 
champion.” 

Remember the name — Mindy McKelvey — I have a feeling 
you’re going to hear a lot about her in the future.
